Mike Long grabbed me the other day and asked if I knew that the State's elected Senators and 
Representatives had sent a letter directly to the Arrow Board of Directors. I told him that I had seen a 
draft of the thing, but that I didn't know that this would actually be sent to the Board through Arrow's office 
in Melville, NY. I thought that I was looking at letters that formed the basis for a consolidated 
presentation, and not bits and pieces that were going to leak out one at a time. 

As you know, Arrow is a public company, and Arrow's Legal team in Melville received this letter and 
immediately forwarded it to the Board members. For a number of them, arid I suppose the employees in 
Melville who opened the letter, this was the first time that they had heard that Arrow was considering a 
move to Colorado. Mike told me that he would have appreciated the opportunity to tell the Board about 
the prospect first,- -before =he was obligated ;to share it with them in the context of a formal better.
